Services Stretch Flu Vaccine 
To Protect Military Families 


The Armed Forces will inoculate mili- 


tary families and retired personnel, 
world-wide, against Asian influenza. 
This decision was reported to THE 


JOURNAL this week following a top level 

meeting of Service medical officials. 
Although the inoculation program for 

dependents and retired persons was en- 


dangered by budget restrictions, as re- 
ported in last week’s issue, a modified 
program has been worked out to solve 


the problems. 

It will see the Services using different 
procedures and vaccine-stretching tech- 
niques to protect active duty members, 


their families and _ retired persons 
against Asian flu 
The Army and Air Force will give a

one ce shot subcutaneously (under the 


skin) to all active duty military per- 
sonnel, adult dependents and retired 
persons, 

The same procedure will apply for 


members of the operating forces of the 
Navy and Marine Corps. 

The Army and Air Force inoculation 
program for retired personnel and de- 
pendents is almost identical, but there 
is a small variance in the prescribed 
dosage for children. 

The Navy, however, will use a different 
procedure for dependents. For these per- 
sons, the Navy plans to give an adult 
dose of only one-tenth of a cubic centi-

AF Released Officers 
May Get E-4 Rank 


° 

Reserve officers being released from 
extended active duty by the Air Force 
will be authorized to enlist as Airmen 
First Class (E-4). 

Most released Reserve officers will have 
the right to enlist at the E-4 level, but 
some will be authorized higher airman 
grades. 

Those eligible for the E-4 grade or 
higher have 60 days from the date of re- 
lease from EAD to take advantage of the 
new enlistment authority. 

Among the Reserve officers authorized 
to enlist higher than E-4 are those hold- 
ing letters of authority for enlistment as 
Master Sergeants (E-7). 

Also, Reserve officers who held NCO 
grades before entering on EAD are au- 
thorized more than E-4, All temporary 
enlisted grades held before February 1, 
1951 will be considered permanent and 
grades held after that date will be con- 
sidered temporary, the major commands 
were told. Such officers will be enlisted 
in their permanent airman grades and 
promoted to any higher temporary 
grades for which qualified. 

Those whose permanent grades are be- 
low E-4 will be enlisted at the E-4 level. 

Reserve officers released from EAD 
may enlist at their Z. I. or overseas base 
of separation, at any Z. I. AF Base or 
through the USAF Recruiting Service. 
However, they may not travel to an over- 
seas base other than the one at which 
separated or from the Z, I. to overseas 
to enlist.

Family Medical Care Costs $19 Million; 
Loss Of Dental Care Brings Complaints 


The Defense Department has paid out 
more than $19 million to over 100,000 
Service dependents for civilian medical 
care. 

This is made known in a report to Con- 
gress released at the Pentagon this week 
on the Dependent’s Medical Care Act, 
which went into effect last December. 

The Pentagon said the law has been a 
significant boost to morale, but the re- 
port told of dissatisfaction over loss of 
dental care in the United States, 

A Defense Department Committee is 
studying the dental problem, and there is 
hope that remedial action will be sought 
on Capitol Hill next year. 

The Army noted that “the loss of de- 
pendent dental care in most areas of the 
United Stetes has caused many Service- 
men to complain bitterly of the loss of 
still another ‘fringe benefit’ which they 
were led to believe at time of entrance 





into the Service would be provided.” 

The Air Force said “the dental provi- 
sions of the law have diluted to a consid- 
erable extent the intended purpose of the 
Act, which is to create and maintain high 
morale throughout the uniformed serv- 
ices by providing a uniform program of 
medical care for members of the uni- 
formed services and their dependents.” 

The Air Force said major commanders 
have expressed “concern” to the Chief of 
Staff over the loss of family dental care 

A tabulation of action under the law 
through 1 July showed that 103,595 hos- 
pital claims of $10.7 million were paid, an 
average cost per case of $103.60 

A total of 127,902 physicians submitted 
claims of $8.8 million, an average of $68.84 
per case.

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New Navy Flu Plan 


Here is the text of ALNAV 339, de- 
tailing the Navy policy for distribu- 
tion of Asiatic influenza vaccine to 
both military and civilian personnel 
and dependents: 

Monovalent and Polyvalent influ- 
enza vaccines containing Asian strain 
are available for worldwide distribu- 
tion during September. Immunization 
is mandatory for all military person- 
nel. Voluntary for dependents, retired 
personnel, FBI Agents, and Red Cross 
on duty at Naval hospitals. Voluntary 
for civilian employees overseas or en- 
gaged in care of sick in ancillary serv- 
ices in medical facilities in United 
States and for patients when recom- 
mended by medical officer. Routine 
immunization recommended all pros- 
pective MSTS or MATS passengers. 

Limited availability vaccine for first 
dose requires deviation from usual 
subcutaneous method of inoculation 
in nonoperating forces and depend- 
ents to enable full coverage all com- 
mitments, Available information indi- 
cates intradermal immunization care- 
fully done should provide about equal 
protection against Asian strain and 
provides good booster effect against 
other strains when polyvalent vaccine 
is used. Application of priorities by 
BuMed may be necessary to safeguard 
operating forces unless greatest effort 
made to conserve limited supplies in 
estimation requirements and use of 
vaccine. Ample supplies for second 
booster dose program expected to be 
available mid-November. 

First dose program requires single 
one ce Subcutaneous dose for all mili- 
tary personnel attached to units or ac- 
tivities listed in SNDL part one OP- 
NAV P213-107. Intradermal immuniza- 


tion employing two one-tenth cubic 
centimeter doses given at different 
sites simultaneously directed for all 


other military personnel, for civilian 
employees in medical facilities, for pa- 


tients, and for others in overseas 
areas where medical care facilities 
substandard. Single one-tenth cubic 


centimeter dose for other dependents 
and eligible supernumeraries. Routine 
immunization children under age six 
not recommended because of high re- 
action rate and polyvalent vaccine 
must be diluted to one-fifth strength 


if used in this age group for any 
reason, 

Usual precautions against anaphy- 
lactic reaction to egg protein neces- 


sary and vaccine is not to be given to 
those with clear histery of sensitivity 
to eggs, chickens, or feathers. 

All activities submit requirements 
direct Chief Field Branch BuMed 
Brooklyn via mail or message as ap- 
propriate to arrive before 20 Septem- 
ber.

meter and will administer the vaccine 
intradermally (between the skin layers) 
followed by a second “booster” shot. 
(Full text of Navy message Col, 1.) 
Navy spokesmen say that the reduced 
vaccine dosage “should provide about 
equal protection” as the one ce shot used 
by the Army and Air Force and recom- 
mended by the U. S, Public Health Serv- 


ice. The Navy views the probiem as 
basically one of stretching available 
supplies. 


“Our situation,” said a high ranking 
officer in the office of the Navy Surgeon 
General, “is essentially one of letting a 
majority of our dependents and certain 
other categories go without vaccine until 
the middle of November, or give them 
whatever protection the intradermal 
dose will afford.” 

The Navy chose the latter course. 


THE ARMY WILL MAKE influenza 
vaccine available to dependents and re- 
tired personnel both overseas and in the 
United States. However, in the U. S., 
these persons will not be inoculated un- 


til after all active duty requirements 
have been met. (See Army text in Cols. 
3-4.) 


The bulk of vaccine for inoculation of 
dependents will come from the Army’s 
second purchase, scheduled for delivery 
between 15-30 Nov, 

Army authorities state that dependents 
and retired personnel in the U. S. will 
begin receiving shots after 15 October, 
with all dependents inoculated “certainly 
before 30 Nov.” 

All Army personnel and overseas de- 
pendents over the age of 13 will receive 
the adult shot of 1 ce of vaccine injected 
subcutaneously, with a similar booster 
shot to be given within four weeks 

Dependents in the ZI and retired per- 
sonnel will receive only a single one cc 
inoculation. For them, there will be no 
booster shot. 

Army dependents 6 through 12 years 
old, will receive two one-half cc shots 
subcutaneously at intervals of one week 
The Army says that inoculation is not 
recommended generally for children be- 
low the age of five, but when necessary 
children from three months to five years 
may be given two 0.1 cc intra- 
dermally at an interval of one week

THE AIR FORCE SAID that depend- 
ents in the United States and retired 
personnel will be offered immunization 
on a voluntary basis to the extent that 
supplies are available after the first 
phase of the military inoculation pro- 
gram has been completed. 

Air Force officials stated that priority 
will be given to families preparing for 
overseas movement under’ military 
auspices. 

The Air Force plans to begin shots for 
Stateside dependents on a limited basis 
early next month. No target date has 
been set for completion of inoculation 
for dependents and retired personnel in 
the U. S. 

Vaccine doses prescribed for Air Force 
personnel and adult dependents are the 
same as those used for the Army. How- 
ever, Air Force dependents between the 
ages of 5 to 12 will receive 0.3 cc inocu- 
lation with a booster one week later. The 
Army will use a 0.5 ce shot for this age 
group. 

Air Force officials plan no shots for 
children under 5. All of the Services 
stress that inoculation of children under 
5 is not generally recommended.

Navy Cuts Plane 
Accident Rate 
The Navy’s accident rate for fiscal ’57 
dropped to an all-time low. 
In a special press conference called at 
the Pentagon, the Navy revealed that its 
accident rate for 10,000 hours of flight 


during the fiscal year just ended was 
3.06. 

In fiscal ’56, the safest previous year 
in the history of Naval Aviation, the 
accident rate was 3.33 per 10,000 flight 
hours. 


Despite the declining ratio of acci- 
dents, costs continued to rise, however. 

Capt. E. L. Farrington, Director of 
Aviation Safety in the Office of the Chief 
of Naval Operations, pointed out that 
in fiscal 57 the Navy experienced 154 
fewer accidents than in fiscal ’58. 

Increased costs, Captain Farrington 
said, resulted from a rise in the cost of 
replacement planes and parts and was 
further complicated by the introduction 
of high-performance planes into the fleet.

The U. S. Naval Station at San Diego, 
Calif., under Capt. D. J. Wagner, USN, is 
38 years old this month, tracing its his- 
tory back to 3 Sept. 1919, when the city of 
San Diego deeded the U. S. Government

Pay Veto. Perhaps, in light of President 
Eisenhower’s vetoes of the two bills passed by 
Congress for increases in the pay of Federal civil- 
ian employees, it is just as well that the Service 
pay proposals did not reach the legislative stage. 
Had a military pay bill been passed, it, too, would 
have run afoul of the Administration’s adamant 
opposition. 

Next year, preceding a Congressional election, 
offers the prospect of seeing Congress override 
a veto on the civilian bills. Should that be done 
there would be hope that Congress would turn 
seriously to a study of Service pay. While mili- 
tary pay does not carry with it the vote-getting 
potentialities of civilian pay, Congress might feel 
obligated to look seriously into the related mili- 
tary field. This is particularly true inasmuch as 
the Cordiner Plan, which is the basis for current 
Congressional study, offers the appealing bene- 
fits of long range economy and increased efficiency 
plus a slacking off of draft calls—all of which 
appeal to the country. 

The Service pay prospects depend also upon 
how much public education on the subject is car- 
ried on between the sessions of Congress. The 
amount of national publicity of the benefits to be 
gained and the number of appeals to individual 
members of Congress from their constituents will 
help determine the outcome. 


Army Aviation. The Army’s plans for the de- 
velopment and utilization of special types of avia- 
tion designed specifically to meet its needs 
appear to lead the way to a major break-through 
to increased mobility and flexibility being sought 
by the ground forces. (See last week’s JOURNAL 
for a full report on the Army’s short and long- 
range plans for its aviation.) 

Everyone agrees that increased mobility is the 
Army’s great need. Certainly, conventional 
ground vehicles, such as trucks, are nearing their 
ultimate limits. A few more miles per hour may 
result from further developments and refine- 
ments, but no spectacular increases may be ex- 
pected in that direction. Army aviation leaders 
believe it is only through the air that great 
strides may be made. 

Army aviation experts want what they refer to 
as aircraft that can fly “low and slow,” or, in 
their more picturesque language, vehicles with 
“zero ground pressure.”’ They envision airborne 
vehicles that can hover and maneuver just off 
the ground and above the tree tops—in the “nap 
of the earth’’—-operating as ground vehicles but 
unhampered by obstacles or unfavorable terrain 
features. In fact, they foresee the day when the 
commanding terrain features, hills, etc., formerly 
eagerly sought and bitterly fought over, will be 
avoided because of their vulnerability. 

Fortunately, the aircraft and automobile indus- 
tries are intrigued by the Army’s needs and have 
shown intense interest in research and develop- 
ment looking toward the special types of flying 
vehicles. What is needed is a continual flow of 
funds. So many of the problems are on the verge 
of solution that it would be a pity to stifle prog- 
ress by the pinch of economy. 


160 Years of Sea Power. In New York today, 
14 September, the keel of the U. S. Navy’s second 
USS Constellation will be laid and construction 
begun on the sixth giant aircraft carrier of the 
Forrestal class. 

The 160-year period between the original Frig- 
ate Constellation (funds for the restoration of 
which are now being raised—see photo on page 


3) and the coming aircraft carrier Constellation 
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marks the growth both of U. S. Sea power and 
the nation it has served so well. 

At ceremonies in Baltimore last week RAdm. 
E. M. Eller, Naval Historian, pointed out the 
great difference between the Frigate Constella- 
tion and her successor which will be armed with 
guided missiles and nuclear explosives and yet 
how much the two are the same in purpose. 
“With ships like this grand old Frigate to inspire 
us’”’ Admiral Eller said, “and with powerful 
nuclear age ships like her namesake, manned

In view of recent correspondence 
with the Office of The Adjutant Gen- 
eral, this apparently is applicable to 
certain groups of retired officers, but 
not to others. I might cite the fol- 
lowing: 

In 1945, I was retired for physical 
(and combat) disability, in the Army 
of the United States. (In WWII was 
in officer in the National and the 
Regular Army.)

As the high-performance jets succeed 
prop planes, the Pensacola complex of 
airfields will become outdated. So strong- 


ly do NATC officials feel the urgent need 
for facilities capable of handling jet 
trainers, that they concede they reluc- 
tantly would be willin if necessary, to 
shut down WWII complex fields at the 
rate of two for one 

As one top Pensacola official put it, 


“Modern facilities are a necessity if we 


are to meet mobilization requirements 
in the event of a war.” He pointed out 
that it takes two and one-half years to 
build a master jet base and that “such 
i delay, in the event of full-scale war, 
could be very detrimental to our war 
effort.” 

At the same time, he said, traffic pat- 
terns are placed in jeopardy when jets 


ire forced to operate in populated areas. 

By the end of 1959, the Navy expects to 
have two master jet bases in operation. 
Under construction, they are NAAS Me- 
ridian, Miss., and NAAS New Iberia, La. 

Their incorporation into the Naval Air 
Training Command, however, will not 


negate the need for beefing up existing 
fields in the Pensacola complex. The Me- 
ridian and New Iberia bases are to be 


used for advanced jet training while the 
fields in the existing Pensacola system 
continue the home of pre-flight and 
basic pilot training. 

The advent of jet training planes has 
created a collateral problem concerning 
the Navy’s training carrier. For 
many years, the NATC operated propel- 


as 


iircraft 


ler-driven planes off the straight-deck 
carrier USS Saipan. In the interest of 
safety in flight training, the Saipan has 


been replaced by the angled-deck carrier 
USS Antietam. The deeper draft Antie- 
tam, however, is forced to operate out of 
Mayport on the east coast of Florida. 

This means the Antietam must steam 
completely around the peninsula, a dis- 
tance of 1,500 miles, to provide students 
with carrier landing training. 

The Essex-class Antietam, under com- 
mand of Capt. William A. Thorn, draws 
too much water to allow it to dock di- 
rectly off Pensacola, in the Gulf of Mex- 
ico. As a result, a crash landing could 
nold up training operations until the 
training carrier makes the long journey 
around to the East Coast to off-load the 
damaged plane. 

To offset this training impediment, the

Navy has obtained Congressional ap- 
proval to acquire under-water land from 
the State of Florida which will be 
dredged to permit the 31-foot draft An- 
tietam to enter Pensacola Bay where 
she will be able to off-load damaged 
planes and continue carrier landing qual- 
ification runs. 

Next year, the Navy will have to 
back to the Hill and ask for permission 
to build a pier and camels so that the

carrier can tie up directly at the Air 
Station. A camel is a floating wooden 
structure used to hold a ship off a pier. 

Pensacola officials feel that home- 
porting of the Antietam in Pensacola 
will result in a long-run economy. In 
addition to providing a more flexible 
training schedule, direct loading and un- 
loading, and less loss of training time, 
the project will save the Navy about 
$375,000 a year. The saving will be made 
by cutting back on unproduction steam- 
ing and by reducing the ship’s comple- 
ment 

The Navy considers it infeasible to 
send jet planes, based at Pensacola, 
across the State for two reasons. First, 
the distance is too great—it is about 400 
miles from Pensacola to Mavport and 
second, civilian populations along the 
route would be placed in danger if stu- 


dents were forced to make continual runs 
over congested areas. 

The second major problem faced by 
the Command is revising its pre-flight 
course to accommodate high school stu- 
dents who will enter the pilot program 
starting on 1 January. Admission of en- 
listed men with only high school educa- 
tions will mark the first time since 
WWII that the Navy has accepted men 
without some college training. 
Pensacola educators are revising the 
training syllabus and placing more em- 
phasis in the three R's, applied science, 
ana reading skills. In addition, a new 
course, “Foundations of National Power” 
will be added to the curriculum. Later, 
the Pre-flight School hopes to ada 
courses in English, advanced mathemat- 
ics and history. The American Council 
on Education has recommended that this 
new group of students be given at least 
60 hours in these subjects. 

As is the case throughout the Nation, 
Pensacola classrooms are overcrowded 
Each week the Pre-flight School, headed 
by Capt. H. S. Jackson, takes in 140 new 


students. His executive officer is Cdr. W 
L. Pack. 

When the School is operating at full 
capacity, there are between 1,100 and 
1,300 men in the classrooms. 

Before any man even gets to sit in a 


plane he is required to complete the fol- 
lowing study schedule: Indoctrination, 
45 hours, Aerology, 25 hours, Engines, 47 
hours, Navigation, 126 hours, Principles 
of Flight, 25 hours, Naval Orientation, 
54 hours, Study Skills, 23 hours, Charac- 
ter Guidance, six hours, Physical Fitness, 
127.5 hours, Military Subjects, 99 hours, 
and, Applied Leadership, 45 hours.

All students are required to take the 
Study Skills course which is designed to 
improve their reading speed along with 
their retentive ability. 

The Study Skills Course was _ intro- 
duced into the training program in 1952 
fter it had been discovered that nearly 
80 per cent of the number who flunked 
failed to attain passing marks because 
of inability to comprehend what they 
read 

The national reading average is about 


225 words per minute with a 60 per cent 
comprehension rate. At present, students 


who enter the Pre-flight School average 


ibout 295 words a minute and compre- 
hend about 65 per cent. When they finish 
the 23-hour long course, they are able 


to read at the rate of 555 words per min- 
ute and retain approximately 77 per cent. 
One student who entered the School, 
came in with the ability to read only 
165 words per minute and comprehend 
50 per cent. He ended up the course read- 
ing 3,675 words per minute and was re- 
taining 65 per cent of what he read. 
Strong emph is placed on physical

fitness. No man is allowed in a plane 
who has not met rigid physical standards 
ind who had not completed the course 
in survival. Every student pilot is re- 
quired to become a proficient swimmer 
apable of making rescues. 

Each man gets a thorough grounding 
in search and rescue procedures, and 
procedures for ditching at sea. All are 
forced to learn to make their way safely 
from plane forced down at sea, This is 


accomplished by use of the Navy’s “Dil- 


bert Dunker” The Dunker, an airplane 
cockpit on a greased ramp, flings each 
man, dressed in full flight gear, into a 
swimming pool. He must escape from the 
upside down cockpit, divest himself of 
heavy gear and improvise a temporary 
life preserver out of his remaining cloth- 
ing

Capt. Stovall’s Unit 
Braves Atomic Blast 


Hand-picked paratroopers from the 
82d Airborne Division, Ft. Bragg, N. C., 
have weathered an atomic blast twice 
the size of that which devastated Hiro- 
shima to demonstrate that a highly 
trained soldier can think clearly and 
perform his duties in the atmosphere 
of nuclear warfare. 

At Desert Rock, Nev., on 31 Aug., the 
paratcoopers were huddled in trenches 
8,500 yards from ground zero. Soon after 
the blast helicopters moved in to airlift 
the soldiers to the blast site for ma- 
neuvers which included field stripping 
of weapons, skirmishes and infiltration 
courses. 

The entire operation was supervised 
by a team of 15 scientists from the Human 
Resources Research Office of George 
Washington University, Washington, 
D. C. 

Commanding officer of the 82d Air- 
borne company was Capt. William 
Stevall. His unit later participated in 
other similar tests, approaching as close 
as 4,500 yards from Ground Zero at the 
time of detonation. 

Special observers at the test included 
two Army Nurses, Maj. Alma D. Ladd, 
and Capt. Juanita Bennett.

An estimated 12,000 widows of veterans 
may be eligible for Veterans Adminis- 


tration benefits because of a recently en- 
ucted law liberalizing the definition of 


“widow 
Public Law 85-209 provides the change 
Under the new law, the date of her 
marriage to the veteran will not dis- 


qualify a widow for VA benefits if a 
child was born of the marriage or, 1f no 
child was born, the marriage existed for 
it least five years 


A woman who married a veteran with- 


out knowing that a legal impediment to 
the marriage existed also may be eligi- 
ble for widow's benefits from the VA 
under the terms of the new law. 

If the purported marriage was entered 


into in good faith by the woman, VA may 


consider it to have been a valid mar- 


riage, provided: 

(a) It would have been valid had the 
legal bar not existed; 

(b) The couple had resided together 


for five or more years immediately prior 
to the veteran’s death; and, 
VA widow's 


(c) No claim for benefits 


has been filed by a legal widow of the 
veteran 

Before enactment of Public Law 85-

All law enforcement functions will now 
be the responsibility of this newly- 
created force, known as the Base Police 
Flight. 


The loyalty investigation program, long 
associated with the air police, has been 
made the responsibility of personnel offi- 
cers in the air base groups and the di- 
rector of personnel at each of SAC’s num- 
bered air force and overseas air division 
headquarters. 

Such things as reporting security com- 
promises are being turned over to base 
adjutants. 


Those units not transferred to air base 
group headquarters are still officially 
known as an Air Police squadron, but 
are unofficially referred to as combat 
forces. Their sole duty is that of provid- 
ing “physical protection for base weap- 
ons systems.” 


Offutt AFB, Neb., host base for SAC 
headquarters, underwent similar changes, 
with one exception. Since there are no 
bombers assigned to Offutt, the Air Police 
Squadron (or combat defense force) is 
charged with the security of the new 
control center, housing SAC’s key per- 
sonnel.

Russia’s Growing Submarine Force Poses 


“Definite Threat” To U. 


The Soviet Navy now has the largest 
submarine force in peacetime Naval his- 
tory—more 450 vessels—and may 
be producing as many as 100 neW subs 
annually. 

The latest estimate of the Soviet sub- 
marine threat was detailed by the U. S. 


than 


Navy in an official paper released this 
week. 

The report warns that the Russian un- 
derseas craft pose “a definite threat to 
the Continental United States.” 

The Navy states that even greater 


danger lurks in the possibility that the 


Soviets may have equipped their sub- 
marines with missiles. 

Here are the details of the Russian 
submarine threat as told by the U. S. 
Navy: 


“The Soviet submarine force is unquestion- 
ably the most potent Soviet naval threat to 
the Western World. Soviet submarines can 
operate today any place on the high seas. 
Since World War II, they have launched a 
concentrated submarine building program 
which now gives them an active force of over 
450 submarines, new and old—the largest in 
peacetime naval history. As the new con- 
struction submarines join the fleet, some of 
the older submarines are transferred to 
satellite navies, the reserve fleets, or to sub- 
marine training duties 

“The nucleus of this vast fleet is the large 
transoceanic submarine—a definite threat to 
the continental United States. The long 
range force is the Soviet’s most significant 
naval weapon. These long range forces have 
the capacity to lay minefields, or to torpedo 
shipping on vital sea lanes. 

“Supplementing this long range force are 
the medium range ships. These are ideally 
suited for blockading the island nations of 
Great Britain and Japan. They are primarily 
attack submarines, but have a limited capac- 
ity to lay mines, The 100-odd medium range 
ships which the Soviets today operate will 
present a concentrated attack capability in 
European and Asiatic combat zones 

‘‘The most limited, vet still effective, Soviet 
submarine is a coastal type. It is primarily 
designed for limited range service. Coastal 
submarines will play a vital role in the de 
fense of the USSR off-shore waters. They 
can free the larger types for more aggres- 
sive duties. About 100 of these small sub- 
marines are believed to be in the fleets 

“The present Soviet submarine building 
program is believed to concentrate on long 
range and medium range ships. Construction 
of submarines is undoubtedly the least ex- 
pensive way in which the Soviets can mount 
the most effective threat to our full use of 
the seas, Current production may be as much 
as 100 per year 

‘The question naturally arises as to how 
many submarines the Soviets will build 
They are probably basing their decision con- 
cerning the ultimate planned number on 
German experience. Germany started World 


War II with 58 submarines. They built a 
total of 1,150; they lost 781; the most they 
had available at any one time was 460. This

NLY two of seven bills, introduced 
on behalf of the Coast Guard, were 
enacted into law by the first session of 
the 85th Congress. 

The two new laws are 

S. 1489, permits Coast Guard warrants 
to retire with the highest commissioned 
rank held. Before enactment of Public 
Law 85-144, there was a conflict in statute 
which barred warrants from ending their 
careers in the highest rank they tem- 
porarily attained. 

S-1446—This bill, which became public 
Law 149 on 16 August, gives voluntary 
retirement benefits to Coast Guard Re- 
servists who were honorably discharged 
from the Reserve between 18 Feb. 1941 
and 1 Jan. 1949 and who had completed 
at least 30 years service in the Armed 
Forces (exclusive of active duty for 
training) or at least 20 years of service, 
the last 10 of which fell within the 11- 
year period immediately prior to dis- 
charge from the Reserve. 

Other bills introduced during the first 
session are: 

HR-3018—-This bill authorizes expendi- 
tures for a recreation and welfare of 
Coast Guard personnel and the schooling 
of their children. It was passed by the 
House on 19 August. The bill is designed 
to make permanent the authority which 
has been inciuded in annual appropria- 
tions for the past several years, 
HR-3820—The bill, which passed the 


House on 1 April, provides that in event 
of the death of any military or civilian 
personnel of the Coast Guard, the Secre- 
tary of the Treasury may settle claims 
presented by survivors for the damage, 
loss, destruction, capture or abandon- 
ment of property which occurs concur- 
rently with or after the death of the 
Coast Guardsman or civilian employee 
Claims may be paid up to the amount 
of $6,500 within two years after the loss, 
or within two years following a state of 
war. For purposes of determining prece- 
dence of payment, the bill provides pay- 
ment in the following order: Spouse, 
children, parent, brothers and sisters. 

HR-4370—The proposed legislation pro- 
vides for payment of claims arising from 
injury or death as a result of Coast 
Guard activities if the claim is presented 
in writing within two years following an 
accident. If such injuries or deaths occur 
during times of war, the time for making 
claims is extended for two years follow- 
ing cessation of hostilities. 

HR-7226— Provides for a fine up to $500 
for all pilots operating vessels on the 
Great Lakes and their tributary waters 
who do not observe safety regulations es- 
tablished by the Coast Guard. The bill 
also provides that a vessel may be seized 
by the Courts, wherever found, if an 
operator fails to pay his fine. 

HR-7515—The bill provides that no 
merchant vessel of 300 gross tons or more 


may operate in the Great Lakes unless 
a pilot or officer navigator is aboard. A 
fine up to $500 would be imposed upon 
failure to comply with the law, 
Headquarters reporting 
officers to insure that the Regular annual 
fitness reports for officers in their com- 
mands are submitted as soon as possible

There are number of personnel 
boards, the Coast Guard states, which

GM Televises Missile 
Development Program 


Armed Forces missile and rocket de- 
velopment programs will be viewed by 
the nation on the Wide Wide World tele- 
vision program, Sunday, 15 Sept., on 
NBC-affiliate stations from 4:00 to 5:30 
p.m. (EDST). 

The General Motors-sponsored pro- 
gram will focus on the theme “The Chal- 
lenge of Space.” 

According to program spokesmen, 
Wide Wide World cameras will be the 
first live TV cameras ever permitted in- 
side the Air Force Flight Test Center at 
Edwards AFB, Cal.; the Army Ballistics 
Missile Agency Center in Huntsville, Ala., 
and at the Navy’s Rocketdyne in Santa 
Susana. Cal. 

The show will cover the story from 
the earliest attempts to conquer space 
down to the current earth satellite and 
ballistics missile projects. 

Dave Garroway, the show’s narrator, 
will talk with some of the men who have 


flown the various experimental rocket 
planes, He will introduce Capt. Ivan 
Kinchaloe, jr.. USAF, who has flown 


faster and higher (126,000 ft.) than any 
other living flyer. 

Garroway also will introduce Dr. 
Wehrner von Braun, one of Germany’s 
top rocket experts during World War II, 
who today is one of this country’s lead- 
ing designers of missiles, and Dr. John 
Hagen, director of Navy Project Van- 
guard which is charged with placing 
man’s first satellite into outer space. 





Sperry Gets Contract 


For “Talos” Systems 

The Navy has awarded contracts total- 
ing $47 million to Sperry Gyroscope Co., 
Great Neck, N. Y., for “Talos” guided 
missile systems. 

“Talos” is the Navy’s long-range sur- 
face-to-air missile which will be the ma- 
jor armament on the cruisers Galveston, 
Little Rock and Oklahoma City. The 
three cruisers are being converted to 
guided-missile ships. 

The missiles will be guided by SPG-49

Travel Rules Changed 

New Army policy on concurrent travel 
will benefit personnel going to France, 
Germany and Libya, and will restrict 
automatic concurrent travel for families 
of officers assigned to Turkey. 

Detailed in Change 2 to AR 55-46, auto- 
matic concurrent travel to France and 
Germany has been extended to colonels 
and equivalent grade civilian employees. 
Advance application for concurrent travel 
must be made by all other personnel. 

Previously, only general officers were 
granted automatic concurrent travel to 
these areas. 

Personnel assigned to Libya may now 
make advance application for concurrent 
travel. Up to the present time there had 
been no provision for dependents in this 
area. 

Officers assigned to Turkey, who pre- 
viously would have received ACT on their 
permanent change of station orders, 
must now make advanced application. 

In all cases automatic concurrent travel 
is provided for general officers.
